Albert Elton, making his first ‘flight 
jas a li¢ensed aviator. battled in midair 


over the Merchants Bridge Friday with 


a wind which he said blew 50 miles an 
hour, and preyented him from making 
hik intended @ight down the river. and

For % minutes, with the engine of his 
biplane working at full power, Elton 
strove vainly to proceed down the river 
from the bridge, to which he had flown 
across country from Kinloch Field. He 
alternately gained and lost a few hun- 
dred feet, and then, as the blast from 
the south grew more powerful,, his ma- 
chine began slowly but atenaity moving 
backward to the north. 

Bilton kept the plane headed south, 
and kepe the power in full operation, 
until he had drifted back as far as the 
mouth of the Missouri River.

Then he abandoned the fight with the 
wind, and turning up -the Missouri, 
“quartered” along that stream until he 
saw the familiar outlines of a monas- 
tery near Kinloch Field. He continued 
in a zig-zag course toward the mon- 
astery. Then, he declares, came the 
most thrilling part of his maiden flight. 

“IT was then 3500 feet in the air,” he 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter soon ‘after 
landing, “and the wind was such that I 
saw there was no chance to descend on 
the field by shutting off my power. The 
only way was to dive for the field swith 
full power on. I made the dive, and 
made a safe landing, even an easy one, 
it appeared to the spectators.”’: 

Elton got his pliot’s license Wednes- 
day, and planned to\fly over St: Louis 
Friday as a means of celebrating that 
attainment. He rose from the field at 
11:30 a. m. and landed at 1:28.

KEPT THE MATTER SECRET 





Gives Further Details in Connec- 
tion ‘With the $2000 Dry 
Goods Robbery.

tectives. testified in Judge Taylor’s 
court Friday that Sam Mintz, on trial 
on the charge of stealing $2000 worth 
of erode from the Rice-Stix Dry Goods 


‘Co., ‘was in his employ at the time he 
was arrested and was assisting him in 
running down the thieves. 

Smith, who is now chief special 
agent of the Frisco Railroad, said 
that two days after a stake wagon 
loaded .with goods had ot driven 
away from the Rice-Stix ‘store he 
called up Mintz and told him to call 
at the office of the Chief of Detect- 
ives on important business. 

Mints Agrees to Help. 

Mintz called and Smith told him 
there had been a good deal of that 
kind of \stealing going on and he 
thought it was being done by stran- 
gers. “I want you to help me recover 
the goods,” he said to Mintz, he testi- 
fled. “They are worth “$2000 and 
there ought to be at least $200 in it 
for you. If the company does not 
give a reward for the recovery of the 
goods, I will give you $100 out of my 
own pocket.” 

Mintz, he testified, said he would do 
all that he could, and called at Smith’s 
office several times to report proz- 
ress. Smith told him to stay away, 
as he did not want it known that he 
was working for Smith, and after that 
he reported by telephone. 

“ Geods Were Recovered. 

“The Saturday before the goods were 
recovered,’’ Smith testified, ‘‘Mintz tele- 
phoned to me that he thought he_ had 
them loeated in North St.. Louis. He 
was shadowing’ a man, he said, and) 
would call later.. On Monday he called 
up at noon and said he had seen a 
man entering the stable where the. goods 
were. hidden.. I asked him if I should. 
sefid officers and he said to wait until 
he called again. 

“Two hours later Detective McKenna 
and Ferie called mé up and reporte 
that they had located. the goods at : 
North Market street and had artested 
Mintz and Fred Leimeman, I telephoned 
Herman Lueking, owner of the wagon 
that had beefi driven away, and tol 
him to meet me there. I went to the 
place in my automobile, had the goods 
loaded on Lueking’s wagons, and sent 
the prisoners & the Ninth District Sta- 
tion.”’ 

Smith, in. answer to Otlier questions, 
said he had not disclosed Mintz’s re- 
lations with him at the time because 
Mintz had told him that he (Mintz) 
would be murdered if the gang knew 
he was worsing for Smith. 

Smith Cross-Examined. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Rudolph 
cross-examined Smith with considerable 
warmth, and Smith replied in kind. 

Rudolph emphasized the point that 
Smith had caused an information charg- | 
ing grand larceny to be issued against 
Mintz, and asked why he did _ that, 
knowing, he had testified, that Mintz 
was innocent. He said it was not an 
uncommon practice in police depart- 
ments. It was the common custom, he 
said, to use thieyes and immoral wom- 
€n to get information about criminals. 

Léineman, who was arrested with 
Mintz, and who is under sentence of 
two years in the penitentiary, testified 
that a man hired him to take the- goods 
to the stable, and that while he was 
there Mintz entered and asked who the 
proprietor was. While they were talk- 
ing the detectives entered, he said. 

The defense rested with his testimony.

NO HOPE’ FOR RECOVERY 


Rejoined Husband - After Death. 
of Man She Married at 
Clayton. 





SAVANNAH, Tenn., Nov. 10.—The 
strange career of Mrs. Dora Elizabeth 
‘Doxey, who was tried in St. Louls in 
June, 1908, on a charge of murdering 
William J. Erder, her bigamous -hus- 
band with arsenic apparently is near- 
ing an end here, and there is no hope) 
that she ever will stand trial on the 
charge of bigamy still.resting against 
her. ° , 


Mrs. Doxey is in such condition from 
the use of opiates and from ‘disease that 
hope of her recovery has been aban- 
doned, and the last chapter may be 
written in a few days to the history of 
her tragic life. 

Mrs, Doxey and her husband, who was 
jointly indicted with her for the Erder 
death, have fallen upon evil times here, 
and are in sore straits. The facts of 


‘the trial In St. Louls are known here 


and although Mrs. Doxey was. ex- 
onerated, and thé indictment against 
her husband dismissed, the residents of 
the town shun the two.. Dr. Doxey's 
practice is small and the two have 
trouble in making ends meet. 

It has been necessary twice to per- 
form operations upon Mrs. Doxey, and 
this has-added to her husband's finan- 
cial trouble. 

When Mrs. Doxey reached here’ she 
was plump and seemed in fine health. 
But she soon began failing, and is 
now emaciated and confined to her 
bed. It is necessary to give her from 
40 to 50 quarter-grain tablets of mor- 
phine daily.

When this 
sister took.the stand against the Woman 
she believed responsible for her broth- 
er’s death, the courtroom scene was 
dramatic. 

The bigamy charge against Mrs. 
Doxey is filed at Clayton, because her 
marriage to Erder took place there” Er- 
der was a posioffice clerk. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mills of St. 
Louis County went to Savannah recently 
to: learn whether it was true that Mrs. 
Doxey was too ill to appear for trial. 
He de <xgerony satisfied that she could 
not. r. G. C. Morris, who is attend-: 
ing her there, told him there Was no 
hope for her recovery. 

Miss Elizabeth Erder instigated the in- 
vestigation into her brother’s mysterious 
death, after the supposed Mrs. Erder 
had collected §2700 insurance ons<his life 
and had left St. Louis. She learned that 
the widow was in Columbus, Neb., -with 
Dr, Doxey, and caused her arrést*there. 

Erder’s body was exhumed and enough 
arsenic was revealed in it by chemiical 
examination to have killed several men, 
according to the chemist’s report. -It 
was shown that Dr. Doxey had pur- 
chaged cacodylate of soda, a. rare ar- 
senical compound, in Columbus, and this 
led to the indictment against him.

PEKIN, Nov. table } 
conference on the situation by men 
who stand out most prominently at the 
present moment is the Government’s 
latest card. Believing that*« Yuan-Shi- 
Kai will arrive at the capital soon, 
they have summoned Hsi-Liang, the 
former viceroy of Manchuria, to meet 
him and are strenuously endeavoring to 
pursuade Gen. Chang-Shao-Tsen, com- 
mander of the army rivision at Lan- 
chau to join the conclave. 

The Government frankly hails Yuan- 
Shi-Kai as its final support and hope 
he will be able to enlist the co-opera- 
tion of Gen. Chang and the other 
disaffected generals in North China, 
‘Gen. Tuan succeeded in rcovring 
complete control of the Pehan Railroad, 
so that th road is open for Gen Chang's 
journey. 

The sudden activity of the throne has 
lightened the hearts of some of the 
legations, but the most of them re- 
main pessimistic, pointing out that until 
Yuan-Shi-Kai arrives and definitely de- 
clares himself, the situation will not 
be changed. 

The latest consular reports state that 
the Tartar general and the Manchu 
troops at Nankin are still holding out 
against the rebels and that a big bat- 
tle is pending.

TOKIO, Nov. 10.—Wang Ta Hsia, the 
Chinese Minister to Japan, has left his 
official residence here to avoid a meet- 
ing with the 300 Chinese students who 
are in educational institutions here at 
Government expense. 

The students have been left without 


Yesterday the stu- 
cents began looking for Minister Wang. 
When they found he had decamped they 
took possession of the legation. 

Minister Wang formerly was secre- 
tary of the Chinese Legation at Wash- 
ington, leaving that post in 1906 to be- 
come Chinese Minister to Great Brit- 
ain.

“LONDON, Nov, 10—The folowing 
further dispatch from Francis McCul- 
lagh was received by the Malta mail 
at the Post-Dispatch London Bureau 
today.

“It is true that one of the first things 
Gen. Caneva did was to issue a proc-’ 
lamation announcing the death penalty 
against any native found with weapons 
in his possession. If the natives ever 
heard of this proclamation they prob- 
ably concluded that the only way to 
escape the penalty was to conceal the 
arms gnd ammunition they had stolen. 
If Gen. Caneva had fixed a-certain day 


j and place for the surrender of arms and 


had taken care to assure the Arabs they 
would not be punished if they surren- 
dered them, he would have had nearly 
ali the Weapons and cartridges stolen 
from the various Turkish barracks. 

“Besides, people found in possession 
of eveh knives were executed, although 
al} along the North Mediterranean Coast 
knives are worn by the natives as. a 
matter of course. Then Arabs, on whom 
were found watches, buttons and other 
articles supposed to belong to Italian 
soldiers who had been murdered, were 
put to death without inquiry. 

“The fact that the Italians decided 
not to regognize the Arabs as belliger- 
ents will make the war exceedingly 
bloody and desperate. 

“As there are only a few thousand 
Turks in the country, this decision 
means that practically every one of their 
opponents whom the Italians catch With 
arms in their hands will be refused 
quarter and shot immediately on cap- 
ture. 


Arabs Without Uniforms. 
“It is true the Arabs have no uni- 


forms. Neither had the Boers nor the 
Moroccans, yet England and’ France 
recognized these people;as belligerents. 
At the same the Arabs will enjoy no 
advantages as noncombatants, for Tri- 
poli is Jurkish. Italy ts at war with 
Turkey and in consequence the people 
of Tripoli cannot intredtce munitions 
of war via Egypt or Tunis. Therefore 
it will be a war of extermination, 

“Italians in Tripoli admit this fact 
cheerfully and are quite prepared to ex- 
tepminate all the Arabs dn arms auainst 
them, 

“The. other day nearly 200 Arabs 
fought their way. through part of the 


Italian line near Bumilvana, which had } 


been purposely left weak... Overwhelm- 
ing forces were brought against the 
Arabs, they were surrounded in a house, 
their white, flags were disregarded, all 
were killed—massgcred, it should be 
said. For as.their ammunition was ex- 
hausted they covld offer no resistance 
to the enormous forces of Italians, who 
deme ssa cows from a sate, a. *

TONS OF DYNAMITE 
UNDER NEW YORK 


21,600,000 Pounds to Be Stored 
for the New Acque- 


duct. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Fire Commis- 
sioner Johnson and the Board of Wa- 
ter Supply today arranged. for the 
storage of 21,600,000 pounds of dynamite 
under New York, to be used in the 24 
shafts of the Catskill aqueduct tunnel 
in different parts of Bronx, Manhattan 
and Brooklyn, at the rate of 7,200,000 
pounds a year. 

The responsibility for its safe handling 
has been assumed by the Board of Wa- 
ter Supply. The contractors who are 
sinking the aqueduct shafts estimate 
that ten younds, or 24,000 pounds a day 
will be needed if they are to complete 
the work in contract time—three years; 
reckoning on 300 working days to the 
year,

If, however, the city 
grants only temporary permits to use ‘the 
bridge under provisions of general ordinance, 
it may at any time revoke these permits 
where a road attempts to hinder the entrance 
of another road, or in other ways violates the 
provisions of a good general ordinance, | 

It in especially tmportant that the city re- 
serves the right to purchase or transfer, upon 
proper terms, the tracks and overhead, work 
of such interurban roads as may obtain rights 
to use the streets, for in mo other way can 
complete control be maintained and vexatious 
delays and obstacles to new roads be pre- 
vented. . 

The space within the city for such tracks is 
exceedingly limited om account.of the unfor- 
tunate difference in gauge between interurban 

\tracks and those ‘of the United Raflways Co. 

The looping facilities on this side of the 

bridge are quite as important as the bridge 

itself, and the day may soon arrive when the 

eity may find it necessary to assume as com- 

plete control over these loops as it should 
have over the bridge. 

It is true that the charter does not yet al- 
low the city’s ownership of such tracks, but 
that may and probably will be changed within 
a few yeure and wise foresight demands that 
nothing in the way of special franchises ‘be 
now granted which will hinder the city’s de-

According to a report from Fayette- 
ville, Ark., the Arkansas officials called 
off the game because of the refusal of 
St. Louis University to bar a player, 
whom they claim to know from his own 
statements and otherwise to have 
coached for pay and to have played not 
less than eight “years on teams of col- 
lege and university grade. 

While no mention is made of the play- 
er’s name, it is said that ‘Bull’ Bran- 
non is the man objected to. Coach 
Bender and Ahe local authorities, claim 
that so far as they know, Brannon’s 
record is clear. They invited the Ar- 
kansans to show proof, and as long 
as this was not forthcoming, refused 
to bar Brannon. 

According to the blue and white of- 
ficials, the Razorbacks have ‘“‘cold 
feet.”
